Trombone Shorty started playing 
trombone before his arms were long 
enough to reach the end of the slide. 
Now the 24-year-old (real name: Troy 
Andrews) is an accomplished musician whose 
music is featured on the new season of MTV’s 
“The Real World” and as an actor in HBO’s 
“Treme,” a drama based in his native New Or- 
leans in the months after Hurricane Katrina. 

The trumpeter, trombonist, composer and 
bandleader appears as his younger, 19 -year-old 
self in “Theme, ” named after his neighborhood. 

“What they are doing on the TV show, it’s 
authentic,” Shorty said. “Some of those scenes 
they show, I have seen before.” 

With Season i of “Treme” in the books. 
Shorty is on the road with his six-piece neo- 
jazz band, Orleans Avenue, to promote its re- 
cently released debut studio album, “Backa- 
town.” The band will perform Sunday in 
the Chicago area at FitzGerald’s 30th an- 
nual American Music Festival. 

RedEye caught up with Shorty by 
phone to talk about acting. Fourth of 
July memories and his band’s “supa- 
funkrock” blend of jazz, rock, hip- 
hop and R&B.

A show “T reme” to the real 

A thing? 

The TV show is actually 
named after Treme, but all 
of it is not about just that. 
They do capture most of 
the things that the musi- 
cians and the city go 
through. 

You have said that the T reme 
community raised you. What was it like 
growing up in a musically charged 
neighborhood? 

I was a student of music and wanting to 
play music, and all the great New Orleans 
musicians lived there, like Kermit Ruffins 
and Tuba Fats. I remember as a kid waking 
up to go to school and seeing a jazz funeral, 
or somebody celebrating a birthday party 
and the band’s playing. Even the nonmusi- 
cians in [Treme] will show me different 
rhythms. They can’t tell me musically 
but they can hum it or tap it out on 
the street post or a sign or anything. 
It’s like a musical heaven. 


YouTI be performing in the Chicago area on 
July 4. Whafs your favorite Fourth of July 
memory? 

I think the most memorable was a show I 
played with my brother. I must have been 13 
or 14. We were in either Spain or France, and 
we played at the American embassy We did 
it New Orleans style— brass band, parade, 
everything. 

What is the craziest thing that has ever hap- 
pened to you onstage? 

Once I invited the entire audience onstage, 
and I almost fell off that stage because there 
were so many people. We’re talking about a 
few hundred people on the stage. We were all 
jumping, and I thought we was going to cave 
in. They almost forgot that we were supposed 
to be doing the show I was like, ‘OK, give me 
a little space so we can play the ending of the 
song,’ because the band couldn’t see me. 

You play a lot of live shows and really seem 
to get into the energy of the crowd. Is that 
hard to bring into the studio? 

Sometimes. But you know, all the musicians 
are trained and very professional, so we just 
... do what we have to do. If something won’t 
fly then we’ll rewrite some things. But we get 
into it, we just start jamming out, we get our 
blood flowing and we start recording. 

If you could pick anyone to play with ... 

It would be Stevie Wonder. Hopefully that 
will be on my Christmas gift list. 

What is your first memory of music? 

There is no memory I think I [was] given the 
trombone or some type of musical instru- 
ment as soon as I was born. I do remember 
being carried through the crowd at a jazz 
festival, where they put me on a stage with 
Bo Diddley I played with him when I was, 
like, 4 years old. 

Where do you see yourself in 10 years? 

Hopefully we can be in arenas and I can be a 
trombone arena player. Other than that. I’d 
like to keep the music alive in New Orleans, 
SO I’ll probably be doing a lot of work to help 
the younger generation come up. 

What do you think is the most important 
advice you’ve ever been given? 

Stay away from drugs, and your trombone 
will be your passport to see the world. And 
that it has.
